SCxsW AND NUT STANDARD 


The problem of standardization in motor 
car construction has been materially advanced 
by the adoption of a system of screw and nut 
standards by the mechanical branch of the 
Association of Licensed Automobile Manufac- 
turers. The unfitness of the United States 
standard for the greater part of motor car 
work has long bewn recognized, and parti- 
cularly those manufacturers who aimed at 
light construction have now been using 
special threads for some years. Probably 
the first suggestion for the standardization 
of fine pitch screws for motor car work was 
made in these columns some three years ago, 
and we note that the standards adopted do 
not differ much from the recommendations 
there made. 

We understand that representatives of 
many of the leading screw manufacturers of 
the country were in attendance at the meet- 
ings of the committee which evolved the stand- 
ard, thus insuring that the standard adopted 
is in full accord not only with the require- 
ments of the automobile industry but also 
with the practice and facilities of the 
screw manufacturers. It is to be presumed 
that the new standard will eventually find 
nuch wider application than simply for auto- 
nobiles, being suitable for all classes of 
aigh grade machine construction, and especi- 
ally those in which small and medium sized 
parts of high tensile steel are used. The 
more extensive the use of the new screw 
standard becomes the greater will be the 
benefit conferred on automobilists, because 
the greater the demand for such screws the 
more hardware and machinery supply houses 
will keep them in stock. Once the screw 
manufacturers have taken up the regular 
manufacture of screws and nuts to this stand- 
ard, we may expect automobile supply houses 
and garages to keep a stock of such screws 
on hand. The general adoption of the new 
standard by automobile manufacturers would 
most directly benefit the motoring fraternity, 
but it would also prove a benefit to the indus- 
try, as anything that tends to improve the 
construction of cars and to facilitate their 
maintenance inevitably mst. 

Although the standard has been worked 
out by the A. L. A. M. and will be adopted 
in the first place by the members of this 
association, there is no reason why it should 
not be adopted by all manufacturers outside 
the "licensed" association as well. The 
originators of the standard have no desire 
to limit the use of it, and, indeed, its gen- 
eral use by the industry would be greatly to 
their advantage.

HENRY FOku ON SIX CYLINDER CONSTRUCT! 





Another reply to Nr. Waldon's recent 
remarks comes from Henry Ford, who says 
that Mr. Waldon is a salesman and not an 
engineer. He says that the idea that com- 
plications and troubles increase with the 
increase of cylinders is a conclusion that 
can only be arrived at by ignoring all 
experience. Experience, he says, proves 
that the troubles of the driver are in 
inverse ratio to the number of cylinders 
in his motor. 

"As in every other mechanical device 
there is a maxinmun efficiency limit--a 
point at wnich we obtain the best results-- 
beyond which we gain little--before which 
we have imperfection. In a four cycle gas 
engine we reach this in six cylinders with 
cranks set at 120 degrees. I do not give 
this as my opinion--it is a mechanical 
Pact known to all engineers and admitted, 
I, think, by all save those whose bread and 
butter lays on the side of fours for the 
present. For the above reasons it is idle 
to talk of eight or more cylinders--six 
give most nearly perfect results in balance, 
lack of vibration, constant power, flexibil- 
ity, and longevity. n every test between 
sixes and fours, sixes have won."

Word comes every now and then of sane 
veneragle vehicle that hag gotten into the hands of the scrap iron men in 
search of metal for the defense industries. 

Long hours in the defense industries are limiting tie collecting 
activities of sane of our members.

AS SHOWN BY CENSUS FIGURES 





The statement recently issued by the 
Census Bureau in \ashington gives the fig- 
ures for automobile manuf+cturing in this 
country for 1905 and shows the large in- 
crease in production in the last five years. 

The total production of automobiles 
in 1905 was 22,850, valued at $26,645,064, 
as against only 3,725 in 1900, with a value 
of $4,748,011, thus showing an increase in 
value of 461.1 per cent. Of the 21,692 
cars turned out by automobile factories, 
18,699, or 86.2 per cent, were propelled 
by gasoline; 1,568, or 7.2 per cent, by 
steam; and 1,425, or 6.6 per cent, by 
electricity. 

These figures represent the output of 
121 establishments making complete automo- 
biles. In addition there were forty-seven 
establishments engaged primarily in other 
lines of manufacture, such as carriages and 
wagons, bicycles and sewing machines, which 
during the year covered by the census turned 
out 1,138 avtomobiles, valued at $879,205, 
and fifty-seven establishments which manu- 
factured automobile bodies and parts to the 
value of $3,388,472.

Detroit, July 26.--Deep gloom has for 
some time enshrouded a considerable number 
of Detroit's colony of space eliminators 
whose high-priced and high-powered machines 
have been compelled to take dust from a dim- 
inutive car that heretofore was never regard- 
ed as a competitor in the matter of speed. 
Harsh things have been said regarding the 
various cars by their respective owners, and 
maledictions heaped upon the head of the man 
who in every instance succeeded in cleaning 
up by a margin that left no room for doubt. 
Incidentally it has been disclosed that the 
man who said Henry Ford was devoid of a sense 
of humor little knew who he was talking about. 

Drivers of touring cars have for some 
time been mystified and chagrined by the ease 
with which Henry Ford, driving a little run- 
about about the city or country, succeeded in 
leaving them behind, despite their best efforts. 
Much speculation was indulged in, and great 
grew the fame of the little buzzabout capable 
of making all others look as though running 
backward, 

Now the secret has been disclosed to a 
few, although it will be news to the vanquished. 
Some time ago Mr. Ford had constructed a six- 
cylinder engine which he mounted on a stock 
runabout chassis, to all outward appearances 
identical with the other runabouts turned out 
by the Ford Motor ompany. Trials showed it 
to be possessed of practically unlimited 
speed and power. Then Henry Ford's humor 
asserted itself. Whenever a competitor was 
met on the road he would be passed as though 
standing still. Men prominent in the finan- 
cial world and actively identified with auto- 
mobile plants here have fallen victims to the 
speedy little runabout without being able to 
explain the trouble. 

The secret was too good to keep, however, 
and the story leaked. Now that it is out 
numerous motorists will be inclined to re- 
tract some of the unkind things said about 
their machines and join Mr. Ford in the laugh 
at their expense.

HOW PARIS WELCOMED 
THE THOMAS INNER 


Paris, Aug. 5.--Paris was dozing; it 
was too early for the theaters, and, al- 
though dinner was over, there was no neces- 


sity to hurry away trom the coffee. The 
policeman at the corner of the street 
pricked up his ears, looked down the dimly- 
lit caubourg Poissonniere, pulled out his 
white baton and prepared for action; he 
had heard the definite note of an open ex- 
haust. But before the baton could get 

into action the noisy exhaust was joined by 
a snrill call on a mouth trumpet, a travel- 
stained automobile swung into the boule- 
vard, and pulled up sharply at the door of 
the Matin, New York-Paris was finished; 
the Thomas Flyer, America's champion, was 
victorious. The Matin furniture had been 
wrapped in dust sheets for the night. But 
the city lived up to its reputation by 
assembling a crowd at a moment's notice, 
and the newspaper had the champagne ready 
to be uncorked when Schuster, Muller, Hanson 
and McAdam, the bronzed occupants of the 
over-freighted looking car, walked upstairs 
to report their arrival. 

When the simple ceremony was over, for 
the Matin had apparently lost enthusiasm and 
made no pretence at drum beating, twilight 
had changed to night, and the order was 
given to run for Fournier's garage, the last 
resting place on the long journey. As the 
car sped down the boulevards, exhaust and 
trumpet vying with each other for supremacy, 
a policeman rushed into the roadway and 
yelled "Les lanternesi" Schuster sped on. 


One hundred yards further another arm of 

the law attempted to stop the car. Schuster 
drove straight ahead. A third and a 

fourth followed suit, then one bolder than 
the rest stepped into the roadway, displayed 
his baton and refused to budge. 

St Chaffray attempted to explain, but 
the Paris police force had no more enthus- 
dasm for the New York-Paris victor than 
official French motordom.

McAdam was for the latter; Schuster had 
had enough roughing. During the hesitation 
the pilot, who was running ahead on a 
bicycle, returned, pushed a way through 
the crowd, mounted the running board and 
displayed a light.

MORE ABOUT THE GUALs 3URNING STEAMER 


WHERE BULLET PROOF TIRES ARE WANTED 


Editor The Automobile: 

(1,502)--A good many people interested in 
automobiles know of my efforts to bring out 
a steel-tired steam auto with no differ- 
ential and burning coal. I took the auto 
out last week and ran it about tom. All 
went fine except the fire. I had 90 pounds 
of nut coal in the fire-box and it was im- 
possible to consume all the steam. Our 
village is very hilly, and going down hill 
with steam smut off the gauge would gain 
110 pounds in one minute. went up a 15 
per cent grade with nine men in the car and 
the brakes on slightly. It turned corners 
perfectly, proving that a differential is 
not necessary with steel tires. I am now 
putting in a kerosene burner and a steam 
yump, so I can get water in the boiler with 
the auto standing still. I would like to 
know whether mixture of gasoline and 
kerosene would be better than pure kerosene, 
and, if so, in what proportions. By the 
way, I got up 15 pounds pressure in 9 1/2 
minutes with kindling wood, before I put 
on coal.

We cannot advise you about the gasoline- 
kerosene mixture from personal experience, 
but if you get a burner specially made for 
kerosene it would probably be best to stick 
to that fuel. In any case, the proper 
proportions of a mixture could only be 
determined by experiment in each individual 
car. But what is the matter with coal? 

As you have succeeded with it so far, it 
would seem that a little ingenuity would 
enable you to fix up some sort of a fire- 
controller to prevent such wasteful gen- 
erations of steam.
